Lacking finish and good fleshing 


qualities at 22 weeks of age. young 
turkeys may be just as largo as 
mature birds.

arc 23 to 30 weeks of age these 
bird:-; will have thick meat or heavy 
muscles over the keel bones, thighs 
and backs.

During the winter it will work down

injure the grass nor will it make 
the lawn look unsightly. 


The amount to use can best be 


determined by a soil test, but little, 
if any difficulty will be experienced 
from using a little too much ground 
limestone. The usual rate of appli- 
cation is 50 to 75 pounds to 1,000 
square ieet. 
If there is any indi- 


cation that the acidity is very great, 
100 pounds may be used. 


Mowing should cease in time so 


that the grass 
will have several 


inches of growth before it goes into i 
the winter.

: better protected. 
In fact, it is its
